the Appalachians.

The Hemmed-in Hollow Trail is an extremely steep and strenuous trail that will humble even the most
experienced hiker. Visitors will need to plan to take the entire day to hike this trail, due to the rough
wilderness terrain. The Hemmed-in Hollow Trail intersects with many of the other trail systems in the
Ponca Wilderness creating multiple spur trails for the more adventurous hiker. The spur trails connect
the Hemmed-in Hollow Trail with the Sneeds Creek Trail, Centerpoint Trail, Bench Trail, and Old River
Trail. The Hemmed-in Hollow Trail can also be accessed via the Center point Trailhead located on
Hwy. 43. This option is not quite as strenuous as Compton Trailhead, but visitors will still need to plan
an entire day for this hike, due to the rough wilderness terrain.

Helpful Information: Pets are not permitted on the Hemmed-in Hollow Trail. Backcountry
camping is allowed on the Hemmed-in Hollow trail and all the connecting spur trails, other than in
the box canyon below the Hemmed-in Hollow Falls. Cell Phone service is very spotty within the
Buffalo River; visitors should not depend on cell service in case of emergency.
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
